Headds: *'8omeof tbe boau 
have made money enough in silver to 
overload and siuk tbciu, if all put ou 
at once." 

Last year the line was sold to the 
China Merchants' Company, which is 
entirely native — stockholders, direct 
on, agents and all. I bought my 
ticket of a Chinaman, \vho wrote 
Kiigllsh as nijiidly as I could, and 
more legibly. Each boat has two 
Chinese clerks, who attend to all tbe 
t'rei^jht and stcerugo-passago busiucitf. 
Only one of the boats has an ^tire 
CbuMBS equip age captain, engineers, 
pilots anil all; on the rest the otKcers 
remain as of old, and there m uo inti- 
mation that tbey at* to be displaced.
